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THE  ART  OF  LISTENING  TO  MUSIC 

By  FRANCIS  KENDIG 

Vei>  few  people  who  hear  music  are  able  to  follow  it  for  any  length  of 
time  anu  to  really  assimilate  its  inner  meaning.  While  listening  is  only  one 
type  of  concentration,  people  who  can  accomplish  all  sorts  of  mental  gymnas- 
tics  otheiwise,  nevertheless  often  seem  unable  to  make  head  or  tail  of  music 
which  may  send  another  soul  into  the  seventh  heaven  of  bliss. 

Music  is  design.  One  must  listen  first  and  primarily  to  the  rythm.  The 
essentially  rythmic  tune  is  the  easiest  to  hear.  If  you  have  a  feeling  that  your 
eais  are  at  sea,  so  to  speak,  start  counting  to  the  music.  It  is  always  a  good 
plan  to  inwardly  count  to  the  music  one  hears.  Some  music  is  easier  to  count 
than  other  music.  A  waltz  almost  counts  itself.  Certain  “jazz”  tunes  are  al¬ 
most  uncountable,  and  as  well  that  other  but  worthier  departure  from  the 
straight  and  narrow  path,  the  compositions  o'f  the  ultramodern.  If  you  are 
unable  to  find  the  first  count  of  the  measure,  tap  the  rhythm  with  your  finger. 
For  the  sake  of  others  do  not  tap  your  foot.  But  above  all,  feel  the  rhythm, 
or  all  is  lost. 

The  three  factors  of  music  are  melody,  harmony  and  rhythm.  Of  these, 
rhythm  is  the  most  important,  although  melody  follows  a  close  second.  The 
most  popular  tune  is  the  lilting  melody  that  is  whistable  or  singable.  To  grasp 
the  message  of  the  music,  let  your  mind  follow  the  melodic  outline.  This 
sometimes  taken  keen  ears,  for  often  the  melody  is  lost  in  a  sea  of  harmony. 

One  of  the  strongest  factors  in  music  appreciation  is  repetition,  or,  more 
accurately,  following  with  the  mind’s  eye  contrast  and  similarity  of  tonal  de¬ 
sign.  Music  is  akin  to  poetry.  It  rhymes  even  mere  perfectly  than  poetry, 
for  in  the  latter  only  the  last  syllables  rhyme,  and  in  music  often  every  syl¬ 
lable  of  a  line  rhymes  with  every  syllable  of  the  following  line.  Music  is  com¬ 
posed  in  phrases,  and  each  phrase  of  four  measures  forms  a  musical  sentence. 
Listen  to  the  balance  of  phrases  which  occur  in  four  measure  lots. 

To  really  obtain  the  maximum  enjoyment  from  a  concert,  procure  prog¬ 
rams  as  far  in  advance  as  possible  and  learn  all  that  you  can  from  them.  A 
musical  dictionary  will  be  found  invaluable,  for  one  should  learn  the  meanings 
of  all  foreign  terms.  Prepare  yourself  for  the  type  of  concert  you  are  to  hear 
before  you  go,  and  this  by  familiarizing  yourself  with  the  type  o'f  music  to  be 
presented  and  the  relative  importance  in  the  world  of  music  of  the  numbers 
to  be  given. 

When  you  anticipate  hearing  a  symphony  program  that  may  be  just  a 
little  “deep,”  if  possible  hear  some  of  the  numbers  on  the  phonograph  before¬ 
hand.  Play  the  record  again  and  again.  Listen  for  melody  one  time,  for 
rhythm  another  time,  for  the  quality  of  the  different  instruments,  and  for  the 
four  measure  phrase  lengths.  If  you  play  an  instrument,  try  to  procure  some 
of  the  music  and  learn  as  much  of  it  as  possible.  Follow  the  music  from  the 
printed  page. 

When  listening  to  violin  music,  listen  for  the  melody.  When  listening  to 
piano  music,  get  the  general  effect  of  the  rhythm.  In  voteal  music  note  the 
quality  of  the  voice,  and  (when  it  is  possible)  listen  to  the  words. 

Hearing  a  great  deal  of  music  is  not  all.  One  must  study  music  itself  to 
really  understand  it.  To  bask  in  the  loveliness  of  beautiful  music  becomes  only 
tiresome  unless  dne  can  grasp  through  it  all  definite  patterns  in  tone. 

And  one  must  read  much  about  music.  This  is  not  really  as  boresome  a 
task  as  one  might  imagine  if  one  selects  good  books  and  hears  music  between 
the  chapters. 

Do  not  be  disappointed  in  not  being  bale  td  understand  all  the  music. 
Nobody  does.  One  of  the  chief  reasons  that  music  is  so  hypnotic  for  its  devo¬ 
tees  is  because  it  is  constantly  revealing  new  depths  and  beauties.  Be  happy 
to  understand  part  of  the  music.  One  co'uld  not  appreciate  a  Shakespearean 
drama  at  a  first  hearing  any  more  than  the  Glazinow  Fourth  Sypmhony,  the 
Tschaikowsky  “Pathetique,”  or  Handel’s  “Messiah,”  but  a  tremendous  enjoy¬ 
ment  can  be  had  at  a  first  hearing.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Mignon  Overture — Thomas 

This  is  the  overture  to  the  romantic  opera  of  the  French  composer,  Ambroise 
Thomas.  It  is  best  remembered  by  the  famous  air,  “Know’st  thou  the  Land,” 

which  appears  almost  at  once  in  the  overture. 

Air  from  “The  Masked  Ball’’ — Verdi 

The  theme  of  the  opera  was  political  and  the  locale  was  originally  Sweden, 
the  principal  character  being  Gustave  III.  Owing  to  some  disturbances  the 
locale  was  changed  to  Boston  and  the  principal  character  thus  became  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Puritan  times. 

Capriccio  Italien — Tschaikowsky 

This  brilliant  composition  was  one  of  the  fruits  of  Tschaikowsky’s  visit 
to  Italy  in  1879  and  1880.  It  was  begun  at  Rome,  but  was  not  finished  until  after 
the  composer’s  return  to  Russia  in  1880.  It  is  splendid  in  orchestral  coloring.

It  is  scored  for  three  flutes,  two  oboes,  two 
clarinets,  four  horns,  two  harps  and  strings. 

The  argument  for  the  poem  was  taken  from  a  work-  of  Mallarme,  which  de¬ 
picts  the  langurous  dream  of  a  faun  in  a  summer’s  afternoon.  During-  this  dream, 
he  experiences  erotic  reactions  of  a  quaint  and  roguish  character,  and  through 
his  consciousness  pass  the  memories  of  ancient  revels  and  long-departed  drink¬ 
ing-  bouts  in  the  vineyards  of  Hellas.

Lohengrin  Prelude 

Of  this  prelude  Wagner  wrote:  “Out  of  the  clear  blue  ether  of  the  sky  there 
seems  to  condense  a  wonderful,  yet  at  first  hardly  perceptible  vision;  and  out 
of  this  there  slowly  emerges,  ever  more  clearly,  an  angel  host  bearing  in  its 

midst  the  sacred  Grail . at  last  the  Grail  is  revealed  in  all  its 

glorious  reality  .  .  .  .then  the  angel  host  ascends  again  to  the  ethereal 

heights  having  once  more  made  pure  the  hearts  of  men.” 

Don  Juan  Tone  Poem — Strauss 

Written  when  the  composer  was  only  twenty-five,  this  second  of  his  sym¬ 
phonic  tone  poems,  painted  with  glowing  orchestral  colors,  won  instant  and 
lasting  success  for  Richard  Strauss.  The  work  is  based  on  the  “Don  Juan”  of 
Nicholas  Lenau,  the  Hungarian  poet.  The  “Don  Juan”  of  Strauss  and  Lenau  is, 
in  the  words  of  the  latter,  “no  hot-blooded  man  eternally  pursuing  women.  It 
is  the  longing  in  him  to  find  the  woman,  who  to  him  is  incarnate  womanhood, 
and  enjoy,  in  the  one,  all  the  women  on  earth,  whom  he  cannot  as  individuals 

possess.  Because  he  does  not  find  her,  although  he  reels  from  one  to  another, 

at  last  disgust  seizes  hold  of  him,  and  this  disgust  is  the  “devil  that  fetches 
him.”  Lenau  became  insane  before  completing  the  poem.

After  nearly  a  century,  this  overture  stills  sounds  as  fresh  and  interesting 
as  of  old.  Its  cheerfulness  and  vigor  have  made  it  a  favorite. 

Les  Preludes — Liszt 

With  what  mangificent  gestures  of  courage  and  wistfulness  has  the  vener¬ 
able  Hungarian  abbe,  Franz  Liszt,  here  translated  the  mystic  utterance  of  the 
French  poet,  Lamartine:  "What  is  life  but  a  series  of  preludes  to  that  unknown 
song,  the  first  solemn  note  of  which  is  sounded  by  death?"  First  love,  “the  en¬ 
chanted  daybreak  of  every  life;”  the  storm  “whose  fatal  breath  dissipates  its 
fair  illusions;”  “the  sweet  calm  of  country  life;”  and,  finally,  finding  “in  battle 
the  full  consciousness  of  himself  and  the  complete  possession  of  his  strength.”
